This is in response to the request for reconsideration of petition under 37 
CFR 1.47(b), filed September 30, 2002, (Certificate of Mailing date: 
September 24, 2002). A request for a three (3) month extension of time 
was submitted on October 23, 2002. 

The petition is granted . 

Petitioner has shown that the non-signing inventor has refused to join in the 
filing of the above-identified application after having been presented with 
the application papers. Specifically, the declaration of Amy E. Rinaldo 
establishes that the inventor was mailed a copy of the application papers as 
filed, but has refused the request that he sign the declaration. In addition, 
petitioner has shown that the University of South Florida has a proprietary 
interest in the above-identified application with the copy of the "Revenue 
Allocation Agreement" showing that the inventor had an obligation to assign 
any patent rights to the University of South Florida. The petition fee has 
been paid. Lastly, petitioner has submitted a declaration in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.63 and 1.64 and demonstrated that petitioner has shown that 
such action is necessary to prevent irreparable damage.

This is a decision on the petition filed May 5, 2005, requesting that the above-identified application be
